It is pleasant, of course, to see com-
mendation of a townsman, but the Citizen
is sure its motive cannot be misunders
stood, either by Judge Shuford or his
friends here—among whom Wwe count
ourselves—when we say that this kind of
comment by either the Goldsboro ArRGuUs
or any other paper is as sorry staff as the
approval of Judge Boykian by the bar of
Marion. In the first place, it is not the
business of the newspapers, except under
extraordinary circumstances, either to
praise or to'blame a judge. Few editors
are qualified to do such a piece of work.
Such comment is pretty certain to be
shallow and to have an insincere ring if
they attempt it. Look st Tue Arcus's
superlatives. They are ridicalous. We
are confident that Judge Shuford would
be the last man to claim that a charge of
his to the grand jnry “was a liberal edu-
cation” to all who hegard it; or that it had
“rare literary merit.,” Liberal educations
are not acquired in a few moments ina
court room or anywhere else; and a
judge's charge has no business to possess
literary merit. It is not literature, and
cannol by any possibility rightly be cons
sidered to be that.

The kind of comment the ARGUS ins
dulges in has a mischievous tendency, in
that it euggests that judges must look to
newspapers for approval of their woerk
rather than to their own consciences. It is
sctting up a false standard and, generally
speaking, a cheap one. The Amnaus
might, however, with doubtful propriety,
say that the bar of Goldsbero had spoken
highly of Judge Shuford’s charge, if that
was the fact and if such comment as the
reporter heard appeared to be sincere and
not made with the idea of publication to
curry favor with the judge; but we do not
see how it could go farther unless its
editor was known to be a thoroughly
qualified authority on such subjects—
something we see no signs of in this case.

It does not often occur to newspaper
men, perhaps, but it is the fact that they
should be as careful of their praise as of
their censure.

We venture the assertion that the
opinion of the average reader of the
above woald be promptly formed
that the writer thereof is—what a
higher statute than that enacted by
any legislative body enjoins that we
shall not call our brother.

Taking this view of the subject we
would dismiss it withont further
comment, but, in behalf of a broader
and more elevated spirit of profes—
sional journalism, we are persuaded
that it is our public duty to read a
lesson which we hope will prove bens
eficial, if not wholzsome, 1o the hy«
peroritical, jaunndice-eyed writer
that wielded the didatic pen which
annihilated space on the editorial
page of the Ciliren on this particular
occasion,

We are aware that in nsing the
language Italicised we are gunilty of
editorial dizcourtesy, for which we
make haste to apologize; but it is an
honest coneeption of ours, neverthes
less, that,the regular editor of the
Citisen did not write the articlein
question. Itsstyle is so foreign and
weak to what usually emanates from
his vigorous pen, its criticism so
far-fetched and illiterate, and its ed-
itorial discourtesy so glaring and
grataitously indulged in—and then
it comes “second hund,” as it were,]

BEFORE AND AFTER.

The first of the Treasury De-
partment documents of Series 1893-
94 is the “Summary Statement of
the Importa and Exports of the
United States for Jaly, 1893, cor-
rected to Aug. 30, 1893,” and a
very edifying document it ie, and a
pleasing view it gives of the ways
by which the apparent prosperity
of this country was effected under
a Republican administration.

In Jaouary, 1892, the State De-
partment decided that Collectors
might waive the formality of res
quiring a carrency certificate to ac-
company invoices in all cases where
the articles imported were admitted
free of duty or under a epecific
daty.

In three months Mr, Charles
Heath, United Statee Conzul at
Catanis, warned the Department
of the inevitable effect npon statise
tical returns, but of course -the
country muset prosper in an election
nyear, and the Department was con-
veniently deaf, and prosperity set
in with violence,

The millreis of Brazil gkips like
a kid from value to valoe, and
geldom remains in one place, even
in the interval between the weekly
and zemi-weekly revolutions, but
its average value for the year is
forty-five per ccnt, of its face
value, and every pound of Rio
coffee and Para rubber was in-
voiced as if the millreis were at
par. In short the coffee and
rubber importe from Brezil, dure
ing the fiscal year 1893, shounld be
reduced by about §75,000,000.

The silver rouble of Russia is ag
vivacions as the miilreis but with-
in emaller limite; and at its best it
is worth Lut fivescevenths as much
as the gold rouble; the preminm on
go'd at Boenoa Agyres floctuated
trom 198 to 215 during the last
week of Jannary, 1898; the Chilian
peso, nominally ninety-two cents,
was werth thirty~four in 1892 and
is mow worth twentyenine; the
paper sucre of KEcuador was not
quite worth two-thirds its fax
value in June, and as for Italy an
Tarkey, their currency is no more
stable than Ruesia’s.

Wherefore, when any person
talks abont the enormous increase
in the value of imports in 1892, it
is well to recoramend him to read
the letter of the Chief of Burean to
the Secretary of State, dated Aung.
15, 1893.

Also, if any importer be inclined
to discourse at large about the
enormous increase in the value of
olive oil, or any article imporfed
from a country having a depre-
ciated currency free of duty or
under a epecific duty, his customers
will be justified in refusing to pay
a price based on the micleading
rates of his invoice.

The first passage at arms in the
House over the Federal election
laws shows that -the question has
lost none of its old power Lec excite
partisan energy and to stir the
fighting blood of every faction. It
arouses more of feeling good and
bad, than any ecold question of
finance. A very little debate of
it will hest the political furnace,
while the introduction of a new
icsue of such importance may be
readily nsed sz an obstruction lo
the work for which the extra sce«
sion was called,

That is a risk which the Demos
cratic party can not afford to take,
Everything in good time, and all
will be done at last. For the
present the agitation of the matter

of Federal election laws isgo inope
portune that it may well be eet
down as a device of the silver men
to deteat the repeal of the Sher-
man aet. Itis a device to which
congervative  Democrats will
not lend  themselves. The
business world demands the repeal
of the vicious silver parchase law.
It has inangurated a revival of acx
tivity in confident anticipation of
that repeal. If now hope be
stricken to earth and delay be
lengthened into defeat, the respons
sibility for the relapse into finan-
cial and commercial depression
wonld be one which the Demo-
cratic party would not care to
shoulder,
